distance. 
Edith 


Scaulon and Clara Sanders were about 
n halt mile from the rest of the party 
when tiie rain storm came up and the 
children started back to join the rest 
of the party who were then returning 
to the house. The girls, were overtaken 
in the road by a young 
man named 


Dunkcl, a neighbor of the Senders fami- 
ly, and ho asked the girls to got into 
the buggy saying that he would take 
them home. 
As the ram was thon be- 


ginning to fall ho got out to ndju&t the 
storm curtains and Edith climbed 
in. 


Clara Senders had placed her foot on 
the wheel and was just in the act of 
climbing into the rig when a terrific

came wlikh frightened tho horso. Dun- 
kel wn.s standing near the rear wheel 
o£ tho buggy fastening the hide curtains 
and wlien the horse became frightened 
nud wheeled in the road he could not get 
hold o- the lines to control the animal 
which started down the road at a rapid 
speed. 
The rising wind and the Hap- 


ping side curtains frightening him more 
every jump. 


Little Edith wns helpless in (he buggy 


and could do nothing but remain in the 
seat and hold fast which she did for 
some time. Alter the norse 
had run 


about n mileithe child evidently became 
frightened and either jumped 
or was 


thrown out by the motion of the buggy 
for she fell headlong at the side of the 
road where she Iny limp and helpless 
until assistnnoo arrived. 


PICKED TJP -UNCONSCIOUS. 


She was then unconscious 
and was 


carrier! into the house of a neighbor and 
an attempt was maUo ro revive her. She 
breathed perceptibly tor nearly half an 
hour but never regained 
consciousness 


entirely and was unable to utter a word. 
Death came at about 3 o'clock. 
Her 


spine was injured by the fall. 


The horse ran on for several miles 


before he was caught. 


A telephone message was sent to the 


parents in this city and at the same 
time Coroner Charles Dawson was noti- 
fied of the accident. The coroner went 
out to hold the inquest and the later 
brought the remains to this city in the 
nmbulnnfe. 


PARENTS PROSTRATED. 


The scene at tap home of the Scanlou 


family wns a sad one. The first intima- 
tion the family knew of the accident 
was in a meagre message over the tele- 
phone which told of the death of the 
little girl resulting from a runaway. The 
mother was almost, prostrated with grief 
and the father although not showing 
his emotion so much was deeply pained.

shocking death was a favorite in the 
family and with a large circle of young 
playmates.

THE INQUEST. 


Coroner Dawson held the inquest lit 


the residence of D. L. Pnrkhurnt wheie 
the child had 
been 
cariicd 
on being 


picked up from the road. The witnesses 
examined were Dr. J. U. Kcnton, of 
I'ors.vthe, who was called to attend tho 
child but fonud her beyond human aid. 


W. K. Hfiikle, of jjpfatur, who wit- 


nessed the accident told of mooting tho 
runaway horse in the road but did not 
see it in time (o slop it. He saw a i^irl 
in the buggy nnd went to her when he 
saw her 
fall from i.ie rig ju&t after 


passing him. He found her unconscious 
and carried her into the Pnrkhust resi- 
dence. 


J. M. Dunkle told of overtaking the 


girls in the road and 'inviting them to 
ride with him in order to keep out of 
the rain. The horse he wns driving was 
supposed to be- gentle as an right year 
old uoy had bw« driving it for some 
rime. 
The thunder sen rod the horse, 


however, and it started to run and got 
awny before Dunkle could get hold of 
the linos. 


The jury wns composeu of

Kcnton, C. A. Thrift, V. W. Bcnton, 
Frank Mathins, J. B. Parkhnrat and D! 
L. Prirkfiurnt. They returupd a verdict 
to the effect thnt 
I he girl came to her 


death accidentally from being thrown 
out of n buggy, nnd exonerated Dnnkle 
from blame in the matter.
